SUBMARINE L-24 


Weymouth, Eng.—The British sub- 
marine L-24 was sent to the bottom 
of the sea by the dreadnought Regolu- 
tion, with which she was in collision. 
The disaster, which occurred off Port- 
land, was similar to the one which 
happened two year's ago when the K-5 
was sunk, 

So far as is known, all on board the 
L-24, numbering 43, perished. 

Details are somewhat meagre, but 
it seems that the Atlantic fleet was 
leaving Weymouth in various groups, 
including several submarines, for the 
spring training cruise, when the 
Resolution, belonging to the Royal 
Sovereign class, rammed the L-24,) 
which was a mine-laying vessel, and 
had 14 lite mines aboard. The acci- 
dent occtrred in a fog, when the 
vessels had opened out in the channel. 

Another report says the collision 
occurred when a combined attack on 
the fleet Was being carried out by sub- 
Marines from Portland, Portsmouth 
and Plymouth. The L-24 sank im- 
mediately, and although salvage ves- 
sels hurried to the spot and the whole 
area was searched by the mine-sweep-

Pottery includes many varieties of 
ware and from different kinds of clay. 
‘The common flowerpot of the gardener 
is the simpliest kind of pottery made 
in quantity; and the unglazed pottery 
of the Buropean and Asiatic peasant 
and Indian pottery are examples of 
simple ware made for everyday use, 
eery often from the commonest brick 
clays. Percelain or china is at the other 
extreme in the ceramic seale, and this 
class of potiery is made from the fin- 
est while burning kaolin, with-which 
other ingredients are mixed. 

There are several types of pottery 
between theee extremes, but in a gen- 
eral way they_can be grouped into two 
classes—those which have a vitrified, 
or Non-abserbent body, and those hav- 
ing ad soft body which is more or less 
porous. The latter require to be cover- 
ed with a glaze, or cnamel, in order 
to render them watertight, but vessels 
of the first type may be left unglazed 
and still hold water. Modern pot- 
tery, however, is nearly always finish- | 
ed with a glaze, or enamel, whether | 
the body is porous or vitreous. | 

Tlie Mines Branch of the Depart | 
ment of Mines has carried out a num- 
ber of investigations of the clays of 
Canada, and has reported upon the| 
suilability of these for the manutac- | 
ture of pottery and earthenware. Some | 
of xoods and the varieties of 
clays entering into their composition }

Porcelain Wavre.—This class of ware } 
is made from the finest white kaolin, | 
after it has been thoroughly washed | 
to clear it of quartz, mica and oxner | 
impurities.

This type of clay is generally very 
smooth and plastic in the natural 


state, and the color ranges from dark

dark colored, sometimes approaching 
biack. I is one of the ingredients 
used in compounding bodies for mak~- 
inig white earthenware, white wall 
tile, electric porcelain, ete. There is 
n great varlety in composition in the 
different ball clays,» but mono have 
been found in Canada, except among 
the great variety of white clays in 
Southern Saskatchewan, , 

The name, blue clay, is often used 
in doxeribing certain clays which are 
of a lead grey color, but the name is 
Meuningless and has no significance, 
oe __ 
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quartz grains. The washed kaolin is 
known by the name, china clay. 

China clays are less plastic than 
stoneware clays and génerally burn to 
a white porous mass. They are mix- 
ed with ball clay feldspar, and flint 
for the manufacture of porcelain and 
white earthenware bodies. The only 
kaolin, so far found in Canada, is at 
St.@Remi d’Amherst, in Argenteuil 
County, Quebec. 

Southern Saskatchewan is the only 
region in Canada where valuable clays 
occur In abundance, There is a var- 
iety of white and grey clays over a 
large area, varying from low-grade 
stoneware clays to fireclays. They 
are mined at two localities, Kast End 
and Willows. These clays will 
found suilable for the manufacture of 
various kinds of pottery, including 
heavy tableware called white gran- 
ite, or ironstone china, 

The laboratories of 
Branch at Ottawa have tested out 
practically all the known clays of 
Canada, and results of these experi- 
ments are available. It is in this 
work that the Mines Department has 
proven itself so invaluable to indus- 
tries dependent upon our mineral re- 
sources for raw materials, and much 
unnecessary investigation and = ex- 
pense will be saved to Canadian man 
ufacturers contemplating engaging in 
clay-using industries if the informa- 
tion available at the Mines Branch is 
made use of.

Canada Sends Less Butter to Britain 
Than Previous Year 

Of the 2,362,574 long hundred- 
weights of cheese imported by Great. 
Britain in the ten months ending Oc/ 
tober 31, 1923, Canada supplied 760,- 
694 hundredweights, New Zealand 1,- 
212,346 hundredweights, and the Unit- 
ed States 39,089 hundredweights. Of 
4,378,227 hundredweights of butter 
imported by Great Britain in the same 
period Canada supplied 33,764 hun- 
dredwelghts, Denmark 1,555,785 hun- 
dredweights, New Zealand 955,612 
hundredweights, Australia 450,279 
hundredweights, the Argentine Repub- 
lic $99,781 hundredweights afd the 
United States 10,578 hundredweights.

The Text Explained and Iliumined 

I. Moses ‘the Shepherd, verse 1, For 
forty years Moses was a shepherd in 
the employ of Jethro,.a priest of Mid- 
ian, whose daughter he married, “The 
mission of freeing his people seemed 
altogether at an end. (See The His- 
torical Background.) The world had 
no need of him. He was not only 
ignored; he was forgotten. The 
gifts which he must have recognized 
in“himself had seemiffgly no purpose. 
Both he and they were apparently to 
be'thrown away. Keeping sheep was 
all he was fit for, and during the years 
of what we should call his prime he 
kept them patiently. Moses in Midian 
is an example of the value of mono- | 
tony. Waiting years can be years of 
gathering force. They can be years 
of gathering force because the inner 
self is being filled like a well or a 
reservoir, with creative strength, Only 
in soltitude, or at least in quietude, 
can this ever be accomplished. A life
